EZEKIEL PROPHESYING 


When the Jews were taken as captives 
into Babylon, they threw the blame for 
their captivity upon God, and not upon 
themselves. Ezekiel assailed them for this, 
but also prophesied their eventual deliver- 
ance. “Now it came to pass in the thirtieth 
year, in the fourth month, in the fifth day 
of the month, as I was among the captives 
by the river of Chebar, that the heavens 
were opened, and I saw visions of God.” 
The word of the Lord came expressly unto 
Ezekiel the priest, and the hand of the 
Lord was there upon him. He saw strange 
visions of whirlwinds and fiery beasts and 
men with four faces. And God told him 
to call his countrymen to repentance. In 
Dore’s fine drawing Ezekiel stands in the 
midst of the disconsolate Hebrews. They 
are sad and listless, attending rather 
through curiosity than deep feeling, while 
he exhorts them earnestly. 
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AVE YOU EVER heard of 
H Bezaleel? Few people have. 

Yet this important Bible 
character had an experience with 
God that should inspire and en- 
courage all of us. 

Bezaleel lived during the lifetime 
of Moses, and accompanied that 
intrepid leader of the Hebrews 
across the barren desert to the Pro- 
mised Land. He never became the 
great statesman and organizer that 
Moses did, even though he may 
have often longed to do a great 
work for God. His voice never was 
heard to preach to the host of 
Israel. Neither was he qualified for 


the priesthood, like Aaron and his 
sons. He was not gifted in military 
cunning, and never was able to 
accompany Joshua as he rode in 
the forefront of Israel’s army. 


Unable to preach, sing, make 
music, serve as a priest, or wage 
warfare, it seemed that Bezaleel 
could render scant service to the 
Lord. 

Yet, this man had within him a 
divine gift, a spiritual anointing for 
a specific task. God said of him, 


“See, I have called by name 
Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of 
Judah: and have filled him 
with the spirit of God, in 
wisdom and in understand- 
ing, and in knowledge, and 
in all manner of workman- 
ship, to devise cunning 
works, to work in gold, and 
in silver, and in brass, 
and in cutting of stones, to 
set them, and in carving of 
timber, to work in all man- 
ner of workmanship.” 





God had anointed Bezaleel to 
work with his hands! He had a 
gift for manual labor. God had not 
called him to preach; He had not 
gifted him for music; He had not 
called him for the battlefield—He 
simply called him to build the tab- 
ernacle. There are many ways to 
work for God and God fills us with 
His Spirit to do whatever He calls 
us to do. 

Many persons fret because they 
are not capable of doing great 
things for the Lord; they feel that 
conspicuous work is about the only 
way in which to serve God. That is 
not true! God needed Moses; He 
needed Aaron; He needed Joshua: 
but He also needed Bezaleel! The 
work He called him to do was of 
such importance that God gave him 
a special anointing for the task. 
Moses had the Spirit for adminis- 
tration and prophecy; Aaron had 
the Spirit for the _ priesthood; 
Joshua had the Spirit for conquest: 
but Bezaleel had the Spirit for 
building and for labor. 


Christianity today needs a multi- 
tude of workers in a multitude of 
fields. Each of us needs to find 
his place in the service of the Lord, 
and accept God’s anointing to ful- 
fill it. Every local church must be 
made up of people with different 
talents so that the varied work of 
the church can continue. If Israel 
had had only statesmen, then who 
would have fought her wars? If 
all had been soldiers, then who 
would have built the tabernacle? If 
all had been shepherds, then who 
would have served as priests? And 
on and on it goes. 


If all in the church today were 
pastors, then who would be the lay- 
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men? If all were Sunday School 
superintendents, then who would be 
the teachers? If all were teachers, 
then who would build the churches? 
If all were builders of churches, 
then who would do the singing? 
If all were singers, then who would 
do the multitude of other tasks 
that must be done in the church? 
God must have servants for His 
church, from pastors to custodians. 
Your task may not be the task of 
someone else, but God will fill you 
with His Spirit for whatever task 
He assigns to you. 


God anoints some as preachers 
today, some as teachers, some as 
musicians, some as personal 
workers, some as writers, some as 
administrators, some as builders, 
some as manual laborers, some as 
other types of servants—but all by 
the same Spirit. If you cannot 
preach, then build, or paint, or 
labor some other way for God 
and the Church. Perhaps God did 
not give you the talent of Moses 
because He needed you to be filled 
with the Spirit as was Bezaleel. 
That is a high and honorable

on missions as established 
and charged by Christ is: 


“Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture” (Mark 16:15). 

“Go the whole world over, and 
proclaim the gospel to all man- 
kind” (Weymouth Translation). 

“You must go out to the whole 
world and proclaim the gospel to 
every creature” (Phillips Transla- 
tion). 

Interpretations, translations, or 
crafty versions are unable to alter 
or halt this imperative evangelistic 
challenge and command. The Mas- 
ter’s marching orders remain the 
same, “The gospel must visit every 
land, and the Church and the 
redeemed are to supply the pro- 
pelling force.” 


The hope of the world hinges 
on Christ. He alone can supply the 
needs of mankind. When visual- 
izing missions, we are able to be- 
hold _ unevangelized ___ territories 
reached, those that have started 
in the way strengthened, and the 
continued progress of God’s work 
among the bound and spiritually 
blind. 

Can we be silent while other 
voices clamor? “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
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the world” (Matthew 28:19, 20). 
With this current and urgent evan- 
gelistic appeal confronting Chris- 
tendom, the believer must respond 
personally or else become the victim 
and suffer the results of non-com- 
mittal to full devotion. 

The commission on missions, 
though spoken many years ago to 
only a few, still encircles and is a 
hereditary charge to all who have 
been admitted by adoption into 
God’s royal family of true believers. 

“And he ordained twelve, that 
they should be with him, and that 
he might send them forth to 
preach” (Mark 3:14). The official 
setting forth of these men was 
before the death and resurrection 
of Christ. After Christ’s resuscita- 
tion from the grave, again He spoke 
to these eleven men. Judas had 
betrayed Christ and already com- 
mitted suicide, and the original 
commission on missions was given. 

To these eleven, not only as 
individuals but as His Church, He 
gave the great commission. Neither 
these eleven nor the seventy who 
would be ordained later could 
themselves preach and carry the 
gospel to all the world, much less 
to every creature in it. But Chris- 
tians all over the world in every 
age through missionaries, personal 
evangelism, and other media could 
disperse the truth and fulfill this 
commission. 

No Christian is exempted from 
the binding obligation of this duty. 
We must be an agent carrying the 
message of the same salvation that 


we have received. This task can 
be accomplished at home by per- 
sonal obedience; abroad it can be 
fulfilled by us through others by 


our vote, concurrence, and aid. 
Nevertheless if we indulge in this 
program devotedly, according to 
our sphere and measure, we will be 
a recipient of God’s favor and will 
inherit the benefits of personal 
commitment. 


To preach and tell the glad 
tidings of reconciliation to God 
through Christ, to inform others 
concerning the life, and death, and 
resurrection of God’s Son, to dis- 
seminate the meaning and inten- 
tions of Christ’s earthly ministry, 
and to exhibit the privileges the 
gospel offers to partakers is a 
glorious franchise offered the be- 
liever and is even more marvelous 
when practiced. To obey this com- 
mand we must: 


1. Make a personal Commitment. 
God can use effectively only those 

who are wholly resigned to His 

will and have surrendered all, even 

physical existence, to Him. 

To feed the waiting children of 
my God? 

Show me the desert, Father, or the 
sea. 


Is it Thine enterprise? Great God, 


send me. 
And though this body lie where 
ocean rolls, 
Count me among all faithful souls. 
“Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him; and he shall 
bring it to pass” (Psalm 37:5). 

































2. Co-operate with other workers. 

“For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building” (1 Corin- 
thians 3:9). We are fellow-workers 
for God and co-workers with God. 
We grow from within and from 
without when laboring together in 
unity and in the cause for God. 
3. Visualize world missions. 

In the enlightened age of our 
time, over one billion four hundred 
million souls exist without a know- 
ledge of Christ or salvation. Seven 
hundred fifty million souls during 
the last generation died without 
light or liberty. These ugly but 
authentic figures represent a dim 
picture of the inhumane and woe- 
ful conditions that exist in many 
areas of the world. “Go ye into 
all the world.” 

4, Participate in the missions pro- 
gram. 

The gospel of Christ is to be 
preached in all the habitable world, 
to the gentiles as well as to the 
Jews, to every conquered and en- 
slaved human creature. We must 
instruct them that by embracing 
the truths of God’s Holy Word, 
believing with the heart and con- 
fessing with the mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and by renouncing the devil, 
sin, and self, that they shall be 
saved from the clutch of Satan 
and made heirs to eternal life. 

The only way such a vast and 
extraordinary evangelistic cam- 
paign could be successfully oper- 
ated and efficiently administrated 
would be through an authorized 
and stabilized central missions pro- 
gram. This is the reason the Church 
of God many years ago instituted 
a Foreign Missions Department 
which would direct the denomina- 
tion’s missions activities. 

This vital function of the 
church’s program needs your sup- 
port and co-operation. You need to 
engage in this branch of service 
to obey the requirement, “Go ye 
into all the world.” As you con- 
tribute in the church offerings and 
faithfully bring the tenth of your 
income into the storehouse, you are 
helping reach the lost, for a right- 
ful portion of this money goes for 
foreign missions work. By personal- 
ly pledging and sponsoring projects, 
you are extending the area of pro- 


motion even more. Thus, through 
others, we “go into all, the world 
and preach the gospel.” 

Men the world over are seeking 
for peace. But there can be no 
peace except through knowledge of 
the Prince of Peace and accepting 
Him as Saviour and Lord. The 


gospel has the answer to the varied 
problems of nations and of their 
people. The answer is Jesus Christ. 
This gospel of deliverance must 
reach every separate land. Commit 
yourself afresh to the great com- 
mission. Depend upon Christ and 
obey without objections.

Missions in Indonesia 


AM TOLD THAT the Re- 
Qa of Indonesia is as long 
as the United States is wide. 
There are ninety million people 
living in the Republic. Varying 
estimates have been given as to the 
percentage of Moslems, the pre- 
dominant religion. Some place the 
figure at eighty per cent and some 
as high as ninety per cent. At 
whatever percentage it figures, 
there are only four million Chris- 
tians in this large population of 
ninety million. Its population is 
composed of native Indonesians, 
Chinese, and Dutch. 

Indonesia has been enjoying free- 
dom from the colonial powers of 
the Dutch only since 1945. They 
are jealously guarding this new- 
found freedom, and fear lest they 
will again be subjected to any 
foreign powers. It is easy to under- 
stand the fierce spirit of national- 
ism, when one considers their long 
subjection to other powers. I un- 
derstand that the present form of 
government is molded on a demo- 
cratic form, with sixty different 
parties, a few more parties than 
our two-party system in the United 
States. 

As I stepped off the plane, it was 
a welcome sight to see the smiling 
face of Brother Ho Liong Seng, who 
is chairman of the Bethel Full Gos- 
pel Church in Indonesia. After for- 
malities in customs, I was free to 
greet Brother Seng and make ar- 
rangements for the trip into the 
city. He had thoughtfully made 
reservations at a hotel for me, and 
we were soon seated in the room 
catching up on news. He outlined 
the plans for services for the dura- 
tion of my stay. It happened that 
on January 28 I celebrated New 
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James A. Cross 


Year’s Day in Indonesia, Chinese 
New Year. 

Since no services had been ar- 
ranged for the New Year’s Day, 
Brother and Sister Seng drove me 
about forty miles to an adjoining 


city to show me some of the sights’ 


of this country and also some of its 
wonders. This I thoroughly enjoyed. 

Several services in the city of 
Djakarta had been arranged. Since 
there are thirty Bethel Churches 
in this city, it would take quite a 
while to visit all of them. Accord- 
ingly, services in different ones 
would give me an overall view of 
the work here. Time would not 
permit a visit to the other islands 
where thriving churches are carry- 
ing on a splendid work. 

Friday night’s service proved to 
be a real refreshing from the hand 


of the Lord. The singing sounded 
so good. It was joyous indeed to 
hear four-part harmony. In India 
the singing is somewhat different 
and all four parts are not sung as 
it is here. Several specials were 
rendered by different groups. While 
not understanding the words, one 
can indeed understand the spirit 
of the song. At the conclusion of 
the sermon, an invitation was given 
to seek the Lord. Brother Seng in- 
formed me that five were saved 
that night. 


On Saturday night, the services 
were conducted in a large hall next 
to the hotel where I was staying. 
When time came to speak, a good 
crowd had arrived. Brother Seng is 
a wonderful interpreter and senses 
the moving of the Spirit so that he 
preaches right along with the 
speaker. An invitation was given 
for those who wanted to be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. Forty- 
four came forward for prayer. God 
moved in a blessed way. It seemed 
a wonderful opportunity for a real 
Holy Ghost revival. 

Sunday morning our place of 
meeting was in the headquarters 
church. It is a lovely building and 
it was filled with people who came 
to worship God. It was a blessed 
service with such a mellow moving 
of the Holy Ghost. The people sang 
with the Spirit of God and praised 
Him from their hearts. This was a 
gathering mostly of Christians, but © 
at the conclusion of the message I 
gave an invitation for those to 
come who wanted to be saved. After 
prayer with the seekers and with 
the congregation praying, I called 
for those who felt the Lord had 
saved them, and thirteen raised 





























their hands in testimony to the 
saving power of God. 

Monday’s service was held at the 
Bible School for the students and 
workers. This building was dedi- 
cated by Brother Horton in 1956 in 
a special service. The people re- 
member the time well and remem- 
ber Brother Horton. This school is 
supported by faith. Brother Seng 
does not charge the students any 
board or tuition but depends on the 
Lord to supply all the needs. It is 
marvelous how the Lord supplies 
the need. They are in need of an 
addition to the school so that they 
can train more workers. So far 
they have graduated 108 workers 
for the service of the Lord. School 
runs nine months, and the course 
takes three terms. In the summer 
all the workers give themselves to 
Christian work in the churches 
nearby. 

To have heard that body of stu- 
dents sing would have lifted your 
hearts. They sang with such en- 
thusiasm and victory that it was 
easy to see they appreciated what 
the Lord had done for them. After 
about an hour of this fine singing, 
I was given time to address the 
students and workers. Many of the 
other Christians had also come to 
this special service. I gave them a 
brief history of the Church of God 
and told them how God had 
brought us from a small beginning 
to the great organization we now 
are. I pointed out that hard work 
on the part of ministers and sac- 
rifices of laymen and preachers 
had been honored of God. I men- 
tioned our system of tithing, and 
urged the students to study the 
tithing plan as given in the Bible, 
in order that they may preach it to 
the people of Indonesia. I men- 
tioned specifically the qualifica- 
tions of Christian workers, and that 
we must never become weary of the 
Lord’s work. Mention was made of 
the reward of the faithful laborer 
in the vineyard of the Master. God 
melted us all at the foot of the 
cross; how the prayers of conse- 
cration did roll heavenwardly. 

After the service a meal was 
served in my honor. It was a typical 
Indonesian meal, the kind served 
to the students. The food was de- 
liciously seasoned and carefully 


prepared, and I thoroughly enjoyed 
all of it. During the meal Brother 
Seng and I discussed the future 
training of more workers. The need 
is great. He visioned at least a 
hundred churches in Djakarta. He 
plans for the students from the 
school to begin and operate these 
churches. Besides his oversight of 
the work in Indonesia, Brother 
Seng teaches in the school, pastors 
the headquarters church, and is 
preparing a correspondence course 
to train those who cannot attend 
school. I pray God to uphold him 
in his great labors. 

Brother Seng had great hopes of 
the churches in Indonesia uniting 
with the Church of God. Let us 
join him in prayer that the Lord 
will hasten that day. 


I still have two nights of service 
here, and then I leave for the 
Philippines to be with Brother 
Carey and the good people of that 
area. He has planned four great 
rallies in strategic spots in the 
islands. It is my prayer that I will 
be a blessing to the people and 
that my vision of the work will be 
enlarged. I can never forget these 
eager and hungry faces that I have 
seen day after day and night after 
night—faces and souls that long to 
hear the story of Jesus and His 
love for fallen man. Unless we re- 
double our efforts, multitudes will 
die without hearing this wonder- 
ful story. “Pray ye the Lord of 
harvest, that He will send laborers 
into his field.”

THE DEFINITION for 
courage is that quality which en- 
ables one to face dangers without 
fear. Can we all do ? Be prac- 
tical. There is not much to be 
gained by discussing courage ten 
thousand miles away, if we are not 
~~ to discuss it very frankly 
at home. In this respect, courage 
may be said to resemble charity. 

We pay great deference to ma- 
jorities. We submit to their de- 
cisions and allow them to establish 
our laws. But is the majority al- 
ways right? In taking our stand for 
or against any measure, we should 
not regard the majority, but rather 
make our decision wholly upon 
the principle involved. It is a great 
test of courage to stand firmly 
with the ridiculed minority which 
is nevertheless right. 

Courage fits us for leadership, for 
God chose Joshua to lead the peo- 
ple in the perilous adventure of 
comers, Saas because of the 
traits of character which espe- 


cially fitted him for the task. Cour- 
age was one of his outstanding 
characteristics. The position to 
which God calls us depends upon 
the quality of our character. 

The stoutest heart may some- 
times be overtaken by discourage- 
ment; the most earnest effort may 
sometimes fail to accomplish our 
purpose. But a sadder thing than 
failure itself is the refusal to try 
again. God is always willing to give 
us another chance. Defeat may be 
turned into victory, if we will but 
appropriate the grace God offers 
us 


The gentle graces in the Chris- 
tian’s life are not all that makes 
him Christlike. Jesus spoke scath- 
ing words in denunciation of hy- 
pocrisy, greed, and selfishness, re- 
gardless of personal danger.

When a Man Stands up to Preach

G iinats on LIKE LONE sen- 
tinels on duty, moving like 
servants among society is 
that strange, odd group of marked 
men known as ministers of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. How they 
came to hold that honored position 
and why they toil with such pas- 
sionate persistence can only be an- 
swered in the immortal words that 
Jesus read in the Synagogue of 
Nazareth: “The Spirit of the Lord 
is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel 
to the poor.” 

The call to preach is not con- 
ditioned by heredity, environment, 
training, social and economic ad- 
vantages or disadvantages. It is 
born in the heart of God. A man 
is selected to this timeless task in 
the council chambers of the eternal 
trinity, and the call is transmitted 
to the soul of the subject, not by 
the presbytery, the ordaining coun- 
cil, or by the laying on of hands, 
but by the mighty Holy Ghost from 
the throne room in the sky. Thus, 
the minister of the gospel, above all 
citizens, holds a most peculiar re- 
lationship to society. 

The power, progress and potential 
of the church of Jesus Christ de- 
pends more than anything else on 
the man who stands behind the 
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sacred desk. The moral standards, 

the social behavior, and the spirit- 

ual pulse beat of society are con- 
ditioned and regulated by the man 
in the pulpit and his message. 

The work of the minister is more 
multiform than any other profes- 
sion on earth, and his experiences 
are more multifarious. 

He is an administrator—he is the 
head of an organization. 

He is a shepherd—he must tend 
sheep, know sheep, and feed 
them. 

He is a priest—he must officiate 
in all kinds of ceremonies at 
the altar of worship. 

He is a moral and religious leader— 
he must set standards and 
judge in matters of moral val- 
ues and spiritual worth. 

All of these functions of his office, 

though important they may be, are 

secondary to his one high calling. 

He is a prophet of the Lord; he 
is a man who speaks for God. His 
business is to speak for another. He 
is a truth teller; thus he must be 

a truth seeker. He must dig the 

gold from the hidden treasure 

vaults of the Bible, mine it, coin 
it, and sell it to men. Like Moses, 
he must hear God’s voice, see God’s 
glory, talk with Him face to face 
and come forth to tell the people 


the latest revelation from heaven. 
“He is an ambassador from the 
court of heaven to the court of 
earth.” His one passionate appeal, 
first, last, and always, is for men 
to be reconciled to God. 

In my denomination, the Pente- 
costal Holiness Church, I hold that 
precarious position as a pastor of 
pastors, and if I may, I would like 
to assume that role now to you 
ministers. You are constantly feed- 
ing the souls of your laymen. You 
are forever telling other folks what 
they are supposed to do: how they 
are to pay tithes, support the 
church, and treat their fellow man. 
There is a constant drain on your 
mental and spiritual resources as 
you pour out your soul to answer 
the crying need of dying men. 

‘So often the paucity of your re- 
sources are known, not only to you, 
but to those to whom you minister. 
In such a case, you need someone 
to preach to you, someone to tell 
you a thing or two. You may have 
listened to yourself preach so much 
until you feel that you have said 
about all there is to say. 

It is possible that some preach- 
ers feel about their preaching as the 
old college professor. He sat at his 
old, faded desk, and droned on and 
on in his monotonous monotone. 











We nodded drowsily as we waited 
for the bell to ring. Suddenly he 
paused, raised his voice to a high 
pitch and exclaimed, “Young ladies 
and gentlemen, the sweetest music 
I have ever heard is the sound of 
my own voice falling on my ears!” 

Preachers need to be preached to 
because there is always that pos- 
sibility that Paul warned about 
when he said, “I keep my body un- 
der subjection lest when I have 
preached to others, I myself might 


‘ become a castaway.” 


Ministers in this day are called 
upon to do a thousand things. So- 
cial problems, industrial problems, 
and domestic problems are forever 
being thrust upon the minister. 
Emphasis is being placed on ad- 
ministration. He is giving too much 
time to meeting the budget and 
keeping the status quo rather than 
mastering the art of preaching. 














This is a commercial, materialistic 
age and the minister must have the 
knack of doing things. So often the 
minister’s study is in the back- 
ground. It has become but an of- 
fice where he works. 


This trend is having a sad effect 
upon us. Ministers are trying to 
compensate for their weak mes- 
sages by engaging in scores of ac- 
tivities in the church and com- 
munity, seeking popularity with the 
public by joining many of the civic 
clubs and societies. 


OuR PREACHERS are 
like Ahimaaz of Old Testament 
days. When Absalom was slain and 
Joab had sent Cushi to tell David, 
Ahimaaz said, “Let me run, too.” 
Joab said, “Why do you want to 
run when you have no message? 
He answered, “I just want to run.” 
Joab said, “You may run.” Away 


he ran. He was a swift runner. 
When he got there, he was out of 
breath. David said, “Give me your 
message.” He answered, “I have no 
message, oh King. I saw a tumult, 
but I knew not what it was.” We 
run, but when we get there, we do 
not know what it is all about. We 
are fleet of foot, but have no mes- 
sage to deliver when we arrive in 
the. pulpit. 

I heard a young preacher on the 
radio spend fifteen minutes re- 
peating, “I wish I had time, I 
would tell you something today.” 
The truth of the matter was, he 
had no message. The time limit 
was a lame excuse. 

We are trying to substitute every- 
thing imaginable for a lack in our 
messages. Nothing on earth will 
take the place of God’s message. It 
costs so much to receive and pre- 
pare God’s message; that is why 
men fail. It makes all the differ- 
ence in the world whether you have 
the message or not. 

Dr. R. C. Campbell says there are 
two kinds of preachers: one who 
has to find something to say, and 
the other who has something that 
must be said. . 

When a man stands up in the 
pulpit, he ought to “expound the 
Scriptures in tones that fall on hu- 
man hearts like flakes of fire.” The 
minister is running in every di- 
rection trying to hold his congre- 
gation—having Sunday night mov- 
ies, singing conventions, healing 
evangelists—and exploiting every 
possible means to interest his peo- 
ple; but nothing can ever take the 
place of a man in the pulpit with 
a throbbing heart. That alone can 
heal the hurt of dying men. 

The history of the Old Testament 
is punctuated with the prophets’ 
messages. It is like a long night 
with bright flares flaming in the 
darkness whenever and wherever a 
man stood up to preach. An angel 
took a live coal of fire from off 
the altar and touched Isaiah’s lips 
and for sixty years, his messages 
were like a “Thousand forest fires 
at night.” 

For two thousand years it has 
been, and it will be until Jesus 
comes again, that God has ordained 
to save the world through the 
foolishness of preaching. 

The two bright spots in a thou- 
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sand years of antediluvian dark- 
ness were the preaching of Noah 
and Enoch. 

It was night in Ahab’s kingdom, 
but Elijah stood up to preach and 
light broke out. When Malachi’s 
voice was silenced, there were four 
hundred years of darkness. Then, 
like a bugle call from the dead, a 
voice was heard on the banks of 
the Jordan—a man stood up to 
preach, and a flame stabbed the 
night. 


THE CHRISTIAN 
Church began in a blaze of glory, 
the glory of one sermon. For three 
hundred years after that, the world 
was ablaze with the disciples and 
their contemporaries who, like fire- 
brands from another world, went 
everywhere preaching the Word. 
When they ceased to preach, when 
the executioners’ ax and the per- 
secutors’ guillotine had silenced 
their burning lips and stilled their 
eloquent tongues, there followed 
nine hundred years of midnight 
gloom. 

Then a man stood up to preach, 
and it was daybreak everywhere. 
There were Luther, Zwingli, Calvin, 
Knox, and the pulpits of the world 
were ablaze with fire—a fire that 
warmed the chilled hearts of a cold 
world. 

There was England with her 
ritualism and staid orthodoxy, com- 
placent in her self-righteousness 
and pharisaical piety and a man 
stood up to preach. John Wesley 
had his heart warmed; with a hot 
heart and a tongue aflame, he 
preached and the day-star arose in 
the East. 

Following this was the American 
revival. When here and there, men 
stood up above the din and roar of 
materialism and greed and lifted up 
their voices to preach, it was like a 
rift in a cloudy sky when the sun 
would shine through for a moment. 
Jonathan Edwards, Dwight L. 
Moody, Charles G. Finney, and 
others stood up to preach. 

All of that were but token bursts 
of daylight, precasting the day 
when the latter rain would fall 
and plowboys, loom fixers, coal 
miners, secretaries, and _ school 
teachers would be filled with the 
Holy Ghost, their hearts on fire and 
their tongues aflame, speaking in 
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a language they had never learned. 
In the Pentecostal Holiness Church, 
there were men like Joseph H. 
King, Dan T. Muse, and G. F. 
Taylor. In the Church of God, there 
were R. G. Spurling, J. B. Ellis, and 
F. J. Lee. When these men stood 
up to preach, the sun burst forth 
in all of its noonday glory—a 
glory that has lit every darkened 
corner of this world—a glory that 
will never fade until this entire 
universe reverberates with the 
shouts of our King coming on the 
clouds of glory. 


THIS IS OUR day, 
men. The sun shines in all its 
glory. The bright lights of those 
Holy Ghost filled preachers com- 
pared to preachers of those far- 
off years are like the sunshine at 
noonday compared to a tallow 
candle. 

The devil would rather you do 
anything than preach. Preaching is 
the highest calling on earth, and 
it costs more to be a successful 
preacher than anything else. How- 
ever in some churches you can get 
license to preach cheaper than you 
can to be a doctor, lawyer, school 
teacher, or an accountant. You can 
do less and know less and be a 
preacher than any other profession. 

Church growth is normal, and if 
a church does not grow under your 
ministry, there is something wrong. 
It would be well to see the Great 
Head of the Church, have Him di- 
agnose the case, and ask Him to 
begin with you. If every young 
preacher had to dig a church out 
of the rough and build one before 
he were licensed to preach, we 








would not have anybody in the 
ministry but God-called men. 

There is no substitute for preach- 
ing God’s message. His message is 
always His Word. “Preach the 
Word,” wrote Paul, “make full proof 
of thy ministry.” To me, that is 
the acid test. In the pulpit, in a 
most peculiar sense, is the place to 
make full proof of your ministry. 

The experience of the mystical 
Ezekiel, with the valley of dry 
bones, is a classic. It tells a timely 
story and establishes a _ timeless 
truth. The Spirit of the Lord sent 
Ezekiel down into a valley of dry 
bones and “behold, they were very 
dry.” Whether they could live or 
not was known only to God. God 
said: “Ezekiel, try preaching the 
Word of the Lord to them.” As 
Ezekiel stood up to preach God’s 
Word, God spoke to the bones and 
there was a mighty moving, a shak- 
ing, and a quaking. In response to 
God’s Word, order came out of 
chaos, music out of discord, life out 
of death, and an army of living, 
walking, breathing men out of the 
valley of dry bones. 

That has been the experience of 
uncounted thousands of Spirit- 
filled, God-called preachers. If your 
congregation is as dry as Ezekiel’s 
bones, you get in touch with God, 
pray His Spirit down upon you, fill 
your heart with His Word, and 
when you stand up to preach, dead 
men will live, lame men will walk, 
old men will leap and shout, and 
you will go forth among your peo- 
ple like a strong man to run a race. 

‘Preaching God’s Word brings 
people together. Preaching God’s 
Word gives life to the dead. Preach- 
ing God’s Word solves peoples’ pro- 
blems. Preaching God’s Word heals 
wounded spirits. Preaching God’s 
Word sets people on fire. Preaching 
God’s Word under the annointing 
of the Holy Ghost is the crying 
need of the preachers of this gen- 
eration. 

Finally, in the solemn tones of 


eternity, I say to you, ours is an . 


obligation that will rest upon us 
throughout the ceaseless ages. God- 
called preachers will always be un- 
der that woe. 

While there is breath in your 
body, remember you are in a race 
with time. Tomorrow, both you and 
your congregation will be gone. 
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Why Do Men Hate the Jews?

HAT IS BEHIND the cur- 

W rent outbreak of hatred 
of the Jews? Is there any 

logical reason for this cruel ani- 
mosity? Can the Jew-haters of the 
world give a cause for their blind 
hatred? Many cannot give a cause 
for this hatred and others can 
give only vague superficial reasons. 
The Romans conquered most of 
the other civilized nations and ruled 
for centuries with iron discipline; 
yet there is no sustained world-wide 
hatred of their descendants. The 
French under Napoleon conquered 
other peoples; yet there is no world- 
wide hatred of the French. The 
leaders of Germany within less than 
three decades plunged the nations 
into two world wars; yet there is 
no world-wide hatred of the intelli- 
gent, industrious German people. 
The world remembers that the 
nation which produced Hitler also 
produced Bach, Goethe, and Luther. 
England carved out a mighty em- 
pire with the sword, and the Amer- 
ican colonies had to fight for their 
independence; yet there is no 
world-wide hatred of the English. 


The Jews have never aspired to 
conquer or rule any part of the 
world except their own small home- 
land. The history of this people 
from ancient times until now 


proves them to be the benefactors 
of the human race. In the ancient 
dark days of idolatry and heathen- 
ism, they were teaching the nations 
moral precepts. 

Why then this blind senseless 
hatred of the Jews? There is a 
cause, but we have to look beyond 
the scope of human affairs to find 
it. If there is no explainable human 
reason for this anti-Semitism, we 
will have to go to the rulers of the 
darkness of this world to find it. 

Jesus Christ, the Saviour of man, 
came into the world as a Jew and 
reminded the world that “salvation 
is of the Jews” (John 4:22). Here 
is the answer to the mystery of 
the age-long hatred of the Jews. 
This hatred is of Satanic origin 
and the reason is that “salvation is 
of the Jews.” They were used as 
one of the foundation stones in 
God’s plan of redemption. Satan 
realizes better than some nominal 
Christians that Christianity cannot 
be severed from its historic base. 
Israel played a major role in pro- 
ducing the Judeo-Christian culture 
which the world enjoys today. 
Although Israel at present is not 
a worshiper of Jesus, yet Satan 
knows that in the near future when 
he makes his supreme bid for the 
worship of the human race by using 


the anti-Christ and the apostate 
church which has such an affinity 
for images, that the Jews will re- 
fuse to worship any graven image 
(Revelation 13:11-17). 

Some may contend that this 
latest outbreak of anti-Semitism 
was started by crackpots and its 
spread was incidental because of 
the publicity in the press, but this 
is not the case. The irrational deeds 
of crackpots might be contagious 
for a few months, years, or pos- 
sibly a generation, but not for 
4,000 years. This sustained relent- 
less effort to persecute and exter- 
minate a race of human beings 
has been in effect approximately 
4,000 years. The only reasonable 
and Biblical explanation for this 
persecution and hatred is that it 
originated and is guided from out- 
side the human realm. 

This titanic struggle began in 
the dateless past when an anointed 
cherub said, “I will ascend ... and 
be like the most High” (Isaiah 14: 
12-17; Ezekiel 28:12-17). When the 
whole human race had refused to 
retain God in their knowledge and 
had plunged into gross darkness and 
idolatry, God chose a particular 
people to place in the midst of the 
nations to be called by His name, 
to witness to one true living God, 
and to produce the Messiah. Satan 
started a hate and extermination 
campaign from the beginning of 
the nation. In the infancy of the 
nation, Satan tried through Phar- 
aoh to enslave and subvert the 
nation from its divine mission. 
Satan tried to destroy Israel by 
the natives of Canaan. Failing in 
this, he tried to pollute the morals 
of the nation and thus thwart 
God’s plan. It was Satan who 
inspired Haman to try to extermin- 
ate this peculiar people. Haman 
probably had no more rational 
reason to hate Jews than the 
haters have today. Finally when 
thousands were slaughtered in A.D. 
70 and the Jews dispersed over the 
face of the earth, this hate followed 
them wherever they sojourned. For 
unexplainable reasons from the 
human standpoint, for nearly 2,000 
years hate, disfranchisement, ghet- 
tos, pogroms, and massacres fol- 
lowed this people over the face of 
the earth. One of the greatest 
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miracles of all time is that they 
survived as a distinct full-blooded 
people. 


SATAN HAS directed 
this campaign through every gov- 
ernment and institution which he 
controls. Even such diverse ideol- 
ogies as Nazism and Communism 
and such bitter enemies as Hitler 
and Stalin could agree when it 
came to persecuting and hating the 
Jews. Hitler loudly proclaimed his 
“Aryan supremacy” doctrine and 
murdered approximately 6,000,000 
Jews. Stalin shortly before his 
death cracked down on the Jews 
remaining in Russia and falsely 
accused them of trying to poison 
the Soviet hierarchy. 

I have before me an excerpt from 
a news item in the “St. Louis Post 
Dispatch” dated October 2, 1948, in 
which a Catholic priest in Spain 
said brotherly love was not to be 
extended to the Jewish race. We 
have in America misinformed 
nominal Protestants who flaunt the 
“hate the Jew” banner. Recently 
the newspapers carried an article 
which stated that there is a Nazi- 
like movement in the US. culti- 
vating anti-Semitism. It further 
stated, “Unlike many lunatic fringe 
groups, this one involves some re- 
spectable leaders in several states 
and operates with elaborate securi- 
ty.” It is stated that this group 
is in touch with former Nazis in 
Germany and their goal is to 
liquidate the Jews. 

This “hate the Jew”-ism is mis- 
named anti-Semitism. Only one 
branch of Shem’s family has in- 
spired this Satanic stigma and 
hatred—the Jewish branch which 
God has chosen to call His people 
and Satan has chosen to exter- 
minate. The Semitic Assyrians, 
Syrians, and Babylonians, as well 
as the Japhetic Persians, Romans, 
Russians, and Teutons, have been 
used in the effort to exterminate 
the Jews.
